SHORTAGE OF RICE 


+ CANTON SEEKING THE 
CO-OPERATION OF HONGKONG 


Secking Hongkong and Macao 
Chinese co-operation in the promotion 
of tho chenp sale of rice, and agitat~ 
ing for the nbolition by the Nan- 
king Government of the high tariff 
on foreign rice in Kwangtung, Can- 
ton public organisations have jointly 
written to the Hongkong Chinese 
Chamber of Cotrnmerce, The matter 
came up for discussion at the: Cham- 
ber's monthly meeting yesterday 
afternoon, iS 


The Sceretary, Mr. H. ¥. Tso, ex-. 
plained that on the same subject, the | 


Chamber hnd received a number of 
letters. = 

In the ensuing discussion Mr. Ko 
Chung-nam pointed gut thst before 
making uny decision the Chamber 
must take Into close .consideration 
the price of foreign rice in Hongkong 
and Canton and the price of native 
rice in the interlor of China. He said 
that there. was o slight difference if 
consideration was taken of the fact 
that native rice wos based on the 
cheaper Chinese currency. If Nan- 
king should ft the ban on the 
foreign .rice in Kwangtung 


rice producers would take advantage 
of the increase ef orders to increase 
their prices. which automatically 
would deprive the Kwangtung people 
of the benefit of cheaper rice, des- 
plte the abolition of the foreign rice 
tariff. 

Another matter .which must be 
considered was that, when the Nan- 
king Government imposed the Aigher 
turiff on foreign rice, it was done 
with the view to encourage rice pro- 
duction by Chinese farmers in the 
interior. Elimination of the duty on 
foreign rice would defeat the Govern- 
ment's policy for the relict of the 
rural districts In Chinn now on the 
verge of a gencral.finance collapse, 
concluded Mr. Ko. 

Mr. Chiu Chiu-fan, said that the 
abnormal and continued rise in the 
prices of rice in Kwangtihg 
undoubtedly had caused great hard- 
ship to a very large number of the 
poor people. “Take a rickshaw 
coolic in Canton, for instance,” said 
Mr. Chiu, “He-has to cat something 
like two cattles of rice daily and on 
the basis of the present higher prices 
he has to pay at least ten cents more 
u day for his two square meals, And 
fen cents js ao considerable sum to 
the rickshaw coolie with a mengre 
and ufcertain dally income.” 

The members subsequently decided 
to write to the Canton charitable 
organisutions supporting their plan 
to send o petition to Nanking. 


Canton's Anxicty 


In order to relieve the shortage of 
foodstuffs in Kwangtung, the Canton 
Municipal Chomber of Commerce, 
the Rice Merchants’ Union and the 
Benevolent Institutions — have co- 
operated to organise o Chenp Food 
Sale Office, which will be respon- 
sible to purchase food direct from 
thelr producing centres ‘and to sell 
them at cheaper prices in-Kwangtung 
to the poorer classes, says the Canton 
Daily.Sun, : 

A sum of $2,000,000, according .to 
the decision, WHI be rajsed among 
the merchants and the benevolent 
institutes as capital to purchase food 
from other provinces.

- Bankers’ Plan 


Canton, Jan. 20. 

After several meetings between 
local bankers, representatives froin 
Rice Merchants Guild, Canton. Food 
Distribution Committee and Govern- 
ment OMicials a number of important 
dccisions for emergency measures for 
immedinte relief of the present food 
shortage have been reached. 

It has been declded to form a local 
banking consortium, which will take 
full responsibility for raising a loan 
of $1,000,000 for purchasing rice from 
= ce producing provinces, ; 

A‘ the beginning it was suggested 
that the loan should be advanced to 
the Food Distribution Committee, but 
this arrangement was opposed by 
local bankers, who prefer to advance 
the lonn through a consortlum. ‘When 
the Food Distribution Committee in- 
tends to.purchase rice from cther 
Provinces the banking consortium will 
advance 80 per cent. of the cost uf 
cvery shipment to the buyer, through 
thelz bankers on hypothecatlon sys- 
ter instead of simply giving eredits 
to the Food Distribution Committee 
as formerly arranged, 

The Food Distribution Committe 
must sell their shipments oteriee at 
29 -per cent. under the full cost in 
order to give benefit: to all poor 
tecple herd. All expenses and de- 
ficit will be paid by the Provincial 


Government as long as the Committee 


oxiets. 

The present food crisls is expected 
to be relieved’ as soon as shipmen‘s 
ordered by the Food Distribution 
Committee arrive here. .

DRUG COMPANY SUMMONED 
BY CHINA DISPENSARY 


The Kom Piu Drug Co., of 516 
Shanghal_ Street, were summoned 
before Mr. E. Himsworth at: the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday for 
{1) selling a bottle of skin lotion to 
which a forged.trade miark waa 
uppliied; (2), unlawful possession of 
13 bottles’ of skin lotion to which a 
forged trade. mark was applied; and 
(3) exposing ‘for sale the . said 
bottles. : 

The .summonses were taken ‘out 
by the China Dispensary (Y¥, C. Wong 
and Co., Ltd.). * : 

Mr, W. M. Brown appeared for 
complainant firm ‘and Mr. F. 
Loseby represented defendants, 

After Sub-Inspector R. Cunning- 
ham had given evidence of having 
selzed 13 bottles of, skin lotion at 
defendants’ premises on December 
29 last, by virtue of n Merchandise 
Warrant, Mr. Arthur Rowen, 
manager of the China Dispensary, 
testified that his company 
manufacturers of © Dermoline 
skin. lotion, On December 25 he 
sent one of his clerks to defendants’ 
place to buy a bottle of Dermoline, 
and when it was Inter handed to 
him he found the label was different 
{rom that of his Company, 

The chief difference was the num- 
ber; the genuine bottle ‘bore the 
figire. 341 While the non-genuine 
one had the figure 20. His company 
never used the latter figure. Tho 
one-ounce bottles manufactured by 
his firm also bore the plain: charac- 
ter “Chung”, surrounded by a shicld, 
and never had the additional charac- 
ter “Wah" as on the non-genuine 
bottle, though the two-ounces and 
four-ounces bottles had that word. 

Substances Absent 

He tested the contents of the bottle 
bought from defendants and found 
that-three, substances in the genuine 
article were abscnt—menthol, cam- 
phor and salicylic. acid. The retail 
price for » one-ounce bottle was 20 
eents Hongkong currency and 30 
cents Canton moncy. i el 

Cross-cxamined by Mr. Loseby, 
witness sald: his ‘company ha 
manufacwired Dermoline for a num- 
ber of years. Only two Inbels had 
ever been used, one bearing the 
figure 341 and the other $40. 

Witness was shown a number of 
bottles but snid he could not tell 
whether they were genuine or not 
without the lobels.: He suspected 
forgeries about six months ago but 
had never sent one of his men to 
defendant company, to check up the 
bottles. The charaéter “Chung” 
surrounded . by uo shicld was the 
registered ‘trade-mark of his Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Loseby: 
“Woh” 1s part of your registered 
trade-mark, although you have no 
ruch word on -your Inbel) I have 
searched the Trade Mark Register 
and found that out. What do you 
say to that? 

Witness; We rely more on the 
word Dermoline 
To my knowledge the word “Chung” 
fs our trade mark. . 

Ng _Pak-yim, a clerk employed by 
the China Dispensary, testified - to 
having purchased a bottle of Dermo- 
line from defendants.

Defendant’s Evidence 

Wong Kam-piu, proprictor of 
defendant firm, said that he had 
been dealing in Dermoline for the 
past six years. Recently he had 
been buying from o travelling trader 
named Kwong Wing-lee, who told 
him he bought them from the Caon‘on 
“braticly” of “the China ~ Dispensary. 
He. did so was because they were 
cheaper, i 

In July last year, 2 man from the 
China Dispensary came to his place 
and checked the bottles, Ineluding 
those that had been seized. ~This 
man said they were all genuine, 

‘A clerk employed by Mr, Loseby, 
Young Tsun-chung deposed’ to hav- 
ing .examined the Companies Re- 
gister yesterday morning. He found 
the name Y. C. Wong and Com- 
pany Ltd. (The China Dispensary). 
There was no such company as The 
China Dispensary (Y¥..C. Wong and 
Company, Ltd.). He also searched 
the Trade Marl Register and found 
a trade mark bearing the characters 
“Chung Wah", registered under the 
name of the China Dispensary (Y, C. 
Wong and Company, Ltd.).

Fall inquiry into the, disas- 
trous fire which broke out on a 
train bound from Kowloon to 
Canton on Saturday, involving 
the loss of close on eighty lives, 
ix to be made in the near future 
at Canton, where officials are 
now awaiting the instructions 
of the Ministry of Railways in 
Nanking. THe tragedy and the 
circumstances surrounding jt 
suggest the desirability of every 
possible step being taken to pre- 
vent a repetition of the disaster, 
in which connection it is to be 
assumed that the investigations 
to be carried " out will centre 
mainly on the question of whe: 
ther it_is possible to:improve.the. 
safety arrangements on — the 
trains, Two points immediate- 
ly suggest — themselves—the 
absence of communication cords 
on the trains and the confining 
of fire 
tain compartments. On the’ 
former point, the official attitude 
appears to be that communica- 
tion cords Would be a danger in 
view of the possibility of ban- 
dit activity, It should be borne 
in’ mind, however, that the 
trains canry batches of armed 
guards after the border is cross- 
ed, and, assuming these men to 
be distributed throughout the 
vurious coaches, the presence of 
au communication cord might be 
of the utmost value to them in: 
giving warning of any suspicious 
movements. It is true that use 
of the communication cord 
might be made by bandits on 
the. train to pull it up at a pre- 
arranged ‘spot, “and this, ad.

Full inquiry into the disas- 
trous fire which broke out on a 
train bound from Kowloon to 
Canton on Saturday, involving 
the loss of close on eighty lives, 
ix to be made inthe near future 


Jat Canton, where officials are 


now dwaiting the instructions 
of the Ministry. of Railways in 
Nanking. ' The tragedy and the 
circumstances surrounding it 
suggest the desirability of every 
possible step being taken to pre. 
vent a.repetition of the disaster, 
in which connection it ig to be: 
Assumed that the investigations 
to be carried -out ‘will centre 
muaiily.on.the-question-of-whe-- 
ther it is possible to improve the 
safety “arrangements on the 
‘trains, Two points immedinte- 
ly suggest  themselves—the 
absence of communication cords 
on the, trains and the confining 
of .fire extinguishers to cer- 
tain compartments, On. the 
former point, the official attitude 
appears to be that communien- 
tion cords would be a danger in. 
view of the possibility of ban- 
dit activity. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that the 
trains carry batches of armed 
guards after the border is cross-, 


red, and, assuming these men to 


be distributed throughout the 
various coaches, the presence of 
a communication cord might be 
of the utmost value to them in 
giving warning of any suspicious 
movements. . It is true.that use 
of .the communication cord 
might be made by bandits on. 
the train to pull it up at a pre- 
arranged spot, snd this, 2d- 
mittedly, might be difficult to. 
prevent, With regard to fire ex- 
tinguishers, if. there had . been 
any in the coaches which
